There  have  been  many  changes  in 
the  school.  Do  you  remember  when 
the  school's  tuition  was  only  $350.00 
in  1942?  Today  the  tuition  is 
$1 1,100.00.  At  one  time  the  comple- 
tion of  the  nursing  program  took  a 
short  fifteen  months  of  training,  but 
now  it  takes  three  years  to  gain  the 
knowledge  of  a  registered  nurse.  Also, 
at  one  time,  no  married  female  or 
male  students  or  students  with  chil- 
dren were  allowed.  Now  there  is  no 
discrimination  for  entrance  into  the 
school,  in  fact,  there  are  ten  male  stu- 
dents enrolled.
